EMIGRATION 

The relief for the distress among the 
working classes of Great Britain has for 
a long time become a social problem se- 
riously engaging the attention of Eng- 
fand’s statosmen and thinkers, The 
other day Karl Compton's committee 
waited upon Lord Salisbury who was 
forced to admit that a great part of the 
distress in London and other large Brit- 
ish cities was due to the influx of work- 
es workers from the country districts, 
and the immigration of pauper foreign- 
era trom abroad, The practicability of 
restricting the immigration of pauper 
foreigners and the question of State aid 
to emigration were doubted, the econom 
iv difficulty and the financial difficulty 
siaring the statesman in the face his 
fordship believing that economic princi- 
ples exist for the benefit of the nation, 
not the nation for the exemplification of 
economic principles. lloweyer, the con- 
jestion of (he British labor market de- 
mands toa great extent that English 
statesmen grapple vigorously with a sub- 
ject that has fer years been the bugbear 
of successive governments, ‘To ‘any 
attempt of the State to organize volun 
tary emigration, the Trades Unionists, 
it is said would not object, but at no 
meeting of workingmen throughout the 
country could a resolution be carried for 
the State to assist emigration, The ad- 
vocaies of the scheme for a State-aided 
emigration assert that the partisan cry 
of driving away the bone and sinew of 
the Motherland is altogether disposed o 
by the fact that under no acceptable 
acheme would emigration be anything 
but purely voluntary. There is, how- 
ever, no use in denying the fact that a 
creat feeling exists amongst the British 
workingmen against any wholesale sys- 
tem of State-aided emigration. We know 
the Crofters object to being freighted 
out here by their landlords and the gov- 
ernment, and the Irish poor in many 
instances prefer the poor houses or the 
gravepards to a compuisory exile. The 
best friends of the Old Country poor 
look on this sort of love for the native 
heath as rotten sentimentality, but love 
of country 1s born in us all, and we can- 
not be too hard on the poor fellows who 
prefer a barren hillside in the land of 
their birth to the generous evil of Eng~ 
land's Colonies, Professional agitators 
find it to their interest to advise their 
countrymen to hold on to poverty and 
“patriotism,” rather than throw senti- 
ment aside and start of for a new land 
where progress and independence meet 
one at every section mound, As to the 
raising of funds to clear the congested 
labor markets of Great Britain and Ire- 
lund we believe it were better that pri- 
vate enterprise stepped in, but the boun- 
dary lines between State intervention 
and individual enterprise must be deter- 
mined by 1 wise expeliency. Any un- 
necessary dependence on a government 
for objects ubtainable by private effort is 
a violation of sound economic law, and 
totally opposed to political econoimy. 
Now-a-days it ie only too common to ace 
so-called “reformers’’ seeking to correct 
every petty grievance by additional law- 
muking, instead of by the natural road 
of ecovomy and industry, Certainly, as 
we pointed out @ few days ago, there are 
reasons why many Old Countrymen 
ahould not think of taking chances in a 
pioncer land, but again poverty is no 
erime onda man coming here with a 
good constitution, even an empty pocket 
and lots of “sand, is often better than 
the unaabitious spendtinft with a few 
thousand dollars, Somebody wrote that 

“To a clone-shorn sheep 
Giod gives wind by measure,’ 

and thousands of Canadian immigrants 
now wealthy arrived a few vears ago on 
our shores without a dollar to their 
nunes, The poor ot Londonwould not 
beso helpless today if a misapplied 
charity had not sown in them the ele 
ments of dependence and degredation 
When men once get into the habit of 
leaning On opportunities outside of them: 
selves they are injured and the State 
should be cautious in its appropriations 
to charities. Lord Salisbury knows well 
what le isdoing and if he sees fit to 
recommend a State appropriation no 
doubt he will be happy to do so

DEATH OF EMPEROR WILLIAM. 

The death of the late Emperor has 
more significance for British subjects 
who have any desire to see the children 
of our beloved Queen occupy high and 
independent positions, Now that the 
sad truth has settled down on all minds 
that the Crown Prince of Germany, who 
is the husband of Queen Victoria's eldest 
doughter, cannot live but a very short 
time at best, than if he had the prospect 
of living out the ordinary ailotted life of 
men. There is great wealth connected 
with the throne of Germany, and as the 
consequence of the Crown Prince out- 
living his father, he will come into the 
possession of large estates which wil! fall 
to the Queen's daughter at the death of 
her husband. Had the Emperor out- 
lived his son these properties would at 
his death have passed to the Crown 
Prince's son leaving the Queen's dauyh- 
ter comparatively poor. When it was 
announced some weeks ago that the Em- 
petor, in view of his failing health and

PUBLIC MEERTING LAST NIGHT. 


EONS REE 
A Petition to be Circalated asking for 
a Detention. 

Pursuant to notice by tne Mayor a 
public meeting was held in the Fire Hall 


to consider the qnestion of sending & 
delvgation to Ottawa to press upon the 
Government the claims of the District of 
Alberta and the town of Calaary a6 set 
forth in the seyeral petitions which have 
heen forwarded to the heads of depart- 
ments and (o our representatives in the 
Senate and House of Commons., The 
Mayor, A, KE. Shelton, Esq, presided, 
The meeting was not us large as the im 

portance of the sunject to be considered 
should have brought out, bat that was 
made up for in part by the representative 
character of those present. Mr. James 
Reilly, us one of the signers of the petition 
to the Mayor to cali the meeting, was ask- 
ed by the chairman to give bis views on 
the subject which the meeting was called 
to discnsss. Mr. Retlly spoke for about 
half an hour in his usual forcible and clear 
styles, He said it was ouly with a great 
atreggle he was able to beat the meeting. 
He had been inyited to a party of be 

witching progressive —————. but re- 
mew bering the awful example farnished 
by history to all statesmen, that Nero 
fiddled while Rome burned, he tore him- 
self away aud came here to fight for Cal- 
gary’s interests. He took the position 
that the town of Calgary was not at  pre- 
sent fairly represented at Uttawa, in as 
muchas the Member of the House of 
Commons for Alberta D. W. Davis, Esq., 
resides at the exureme south end of the 
District and our Senator Hon. R. Hardisty 
at the north end of the District leaving 
Calgary which is the most populous and 
wealthy town in the ‘Territories practical- 
ly without a voice in the legislative halls 
at Ottawa. He heid that it could not be 
expected of these gentlemen who have the 
business of a vast territory to look after, 
to aitend so thoroughly to the wants ot 
Calgary as could be done ifa delegation of 
Calgarians were sent to Ottawa to assist 
and strengthen the hands of our members 
in urging upon the government, that the 
wishes of the people as voiced by the joint 
petitions of the town council and board of 
trade should receive a fair consideration 
at the hands of the heads departments 
and parliament. Mr. Reilly dwelt 
earnestly onthe great advantages to be 
gained by Alberta, provided. monopoly 
was doneaway with. He claimed that if 
the ‘I'erritories were allowed to legislate 
for themselves and had power to build a 
Railway tothe American frontier capital 
could be got for the project at once, and 
thatthe people of Montana would builda 
road up to the line to meet our line,giving 
a competative railway route, tending to 
develope the country much faster than if 
we continued under the existing monopoly 

Mr. Reilly felt sure that unless we sent a 
respectable dclegation to Ottawa our peti- 
tions would not receive the same attention 
as if backed up by representative men 
who have the interest of Calgary at heart. 
He concluded an able speech by asking the 
meeting to authorize the Town Council to 
send a delegation to Ottawa at once, and 
he (Mr. Keilly) was willirg to be taxed for 
his part of the expense of sending a dele- 
gation to the capital. 

Mr, Carney spoke in disparaging terms 
of the Bill of Rights which he understood 
had been. forwarded to Ottawa; be felt 
sure that though it might represent the 
views ot the people of Calgary it did not 
at least on sume points express the views 
of the people of the district As he un- 
derstood the Bill of Rights it asked for 
the removal of duty and quarantine on 
American cattle, the result of which would 
be to flood the ceuntry with American live 
ttock to the injury of our own farmers and 
ranchers. Mr, Reilly replied to Mr. Car- 
ney's strictures stating that the bill of 
rights as they called it had been carefully 
thouht out by gentiemen with whom Mr, 
Carney had for years considered it no dis- 
grace to be intimately associated 
and that the document contained no re- 
ference to the cattle question in the way 
that Mr. Carney understood it, and fur- 
therthat if a delegation was sent it would 
ve atthe expense of the town and would 
cost the district nothing. 

His Worship at this junctare read the 
bill of rights or rather petition whereupon 
Mr. Carney expressed satisfaction with 
the sptrit and letter of the memorial. 

Mr. Ede exprested himself as dissatisfied 
with the dilitory manner in which the 
interests of the town had been dealt with 
by the council, he thought the council 
should have acted at onve atter the former 
public meeting bad passed a resouition in 
favor of sending a delegation to Ottawa, 
he thought the whole matter had been 
bungled and delaye:l too ‘ong, he was 
strongly in favor of sending mer down to 
Ottawa at once and as a beavy ratepayer 
would cheefully bear his part of the taxa- 
ion to cover the expense and if the coun- 
cil would not send a delegation he would 
give $50 himself towards defraying the 
expenses of a deputation 

Mr. A. Lucas stated that as he under- 
stood the petitions, ‘There were two dis- 
tinct setts of petitions. ‘The one on 
territorial questions euch as asking fon 


responsible government and aid to send 
an immigration agent to England ex- 
pressly in the interest of the District of 
Alberta. The other petitions were of a 
local character auch as asking for a court- 
house and gaol, the N, W. M. P. Riding 
School and other local matters. He ex- 
pressed himself in favor of sending a dele- 
gation from Calgary to Ottawa who would 
be anthorized to deal with all these ques- 
tions, informing the meeting at the same 
time that several places much smaller than 
Calgary were now sending dvlegations to 
Ottawa to lock after their interests, amony 
which were Bunff, Medicine Hut, Prince 
Albert and Regina, he thought if this 
meeting was considered too sma!lio repre 
sent the wishes of the taxpayers a com- 
mittee should now be appointed to circu- 
late a petition tomorrow asking the coun- 
cil to send a delegation to Ottawa, The 
mayor called upon Councilior Orr to ex 
plain what bad been cone so far with the 
petitions. Mr. Orr reviewed in a few 
words the steps that had been taken in re- 
gard to the petitions, Stating that when 
the idea was first brought up in the coun- 
cil by himself and Councillor Allen, a 
committee was appointed to draft peti- 
tions on six different subjects to the 
Ottawa Government, The work was di- 
vided up among sub committees who 
drafted he petitions and submitted them 
to the whole committee who referred sow | 
of them back for alterations and amend- 
ments. These were revised and sgnin | 
subinitted to the whole committee ad | 
approved, After this they were subinitted | 
to a public meeting and approved. Ai} 
that same public meeting a resolution was | 
passed favoring a delegation to Otiawa at 
the expense of the town. Mr. Orr suid 
that the meeting was not largely attended 
and the council did not feel justified in in- 
curring $800 or $1000 expenditure with- 
outa fuller expression of the peoples’ 
wishes, Then the council tried to get 
passes from the C. P. R. for the delega- 
tion, but Mr, VanHorne declined to grant 
them, Then the council decided that un- 
less the people more decidedly expressed 
a wish to have a delegation sent the ouby 
course open to them was to get the peti- 
tions printed and seatto Ottawa, This 
was done as fast as the Tribune and 
HERALD offices conld get the work through 
and Councillor Collins and himself had 
lost no time in forwarding them to our 
members at Ottawa, to the heads of the 
various departments to which the subjects 
belong, and to several other Senators and 
members with which he (Mr. Orr) was 
acquainted andto Mr, Tengheed, They 
nad also been sent to all the newspapers 
in the Territories and Governor Dewdney. 
He further expressed his belief that it was 
not too late to send a delegation as the 
bill on Northwest legislation would only 
be introduced this week and would net 
likely receive its third reading for a month 
while the other matters could be dealt 
with by the various ministers to whose 
departments they helong any time during 
the session. Asa rate-payer he was wil- 
ling to stand his si are of the cost of send- 
ing a delegation down, and as a council- 
lor he was not only willing but anxious to 
carry out the wishes of the ratepayers if 
he could ascertain what these wishes are. 

It was then moved by A. Lucas, second- 
ed by G. C, Marsh, that a committee of 
the mover, seconder, Thos, Ede and J W. 
Cockle be appointed to circulate @ petition 
to the Council asking them to send a dele- 
gation of not more than three to Ottuwa. 
The petition was at once prepared and 
signed by a number of those at the meet- 
ing. Mr. Ford, Councillors Collins, Allan, 
and several others spoke during the dis- 
cussion. If the petation is numerously 
signed it is likely a special meeting of the 
Council will at Once be held to decide 
upon the persons to be sent 
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A Chicago exchange of March 3d says:
